This year, celebrating the 15 th an­ 
niversary of his orbital night, he is 
entering this third year as Senator 
from the state of Ohio. 
Glenn said that today, most people 
know him as a senator, but he still runs 
into fans from his astronautical days, 
"mainly people from out of state that 
are visiting friends in Washington D. 


Senator Glenn now has six offices in 
the Russell Office Building, and a 
mailrooin in another building. The 


number of rooms allocated "goes by 
the population of the state," Glenn 
said. On the main floor of the building 
he has four rooms in a row, one at the 
end of the hall, one in the back hallway 
and the mailroom in the other building. 
Just off of his personal office is a small 
reception room with two desks and a 
few end tables and chairs. 
His total staff is about 40 people 
That number includes both his office in 
Washington D.C. and the one in Ohio. 
Glenn said the staff is comprised 
mainly of people handling mail and 
answering letters dealing with con­ 
stituent problems. 
He has six people doing creative 
legislative work, three lawyers and all 
college graduates. Glenn is not certain 
what percentage of all his employes 
have graduated from college but he 
said he is sure they are all high school 
graduates.

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Tax Showdown Set 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The two 
m em bers of C ongress with the 
greatest say about the nation’s tax 
laws seem headed toward a showdown 
over how best to help American 
businesses fight unemployment during 
the current recession.

Committee, nor Rep. A1 Ullman, who 
heads the House Ways and Means 
Committee, has embraced the White 
House proposal. That means President 
Carter apparently has little hope of 
winning with his plan. 
However, Long’s committee has 
approved a compromise that lies about 
halfway between the approaches 
favored by Ullman and Carter. If 
Ix)ng’s stand is upheld by the full 
Senate, a House-Senate conference 
committee would work out the dif­ 


ferences. And the conferees would be 
unable to consider half of Carter’s 
business plan. * 
The House, ^following the lead of 
UUman’s committee, passed the tax 
cut bill with a "jobs credit" that would 
reward businesses for hiring up to 24 
new workers. 
But Long favors a hiring incentive 
with no limit on the number of 
workers. like Carter, Long also wants 
to uicrease the investment tax credit, 
which the House refused to do.

The finance committee, writing its

Americans a *5 0-per-person tax rebate 
this spring. That plan, approved in 
modified form by the House, also in­ 
cludes a permanent tax cut for 45 
million couples or individuals who do 
not itemize deductions. 


The panel voted Wednesday to delay 
for one year the effective date of two 
1976 tax law changes that otherwise 
would mean higher taxes retroactively 
for sick pay recipients and Americans 
who work abroad. 


Although the 1976 law was enacted 
only in October, the two changes were 
made retroactive to Jan. 1, 1976. The 
committee’s action, which is widely 
supported in the House and Senate, 
would delay the effective date until 
Jan. 1, 1977. 
Without that change, persons who 
received previously tax-exempt sick 


pay or who claimed an exemption for a 
portion of foreign earnings would face 
higher taxes when they file their 1976 
returns, which are due by April 15 of 
this year. 


Under the old law, workers could 
pay no taxes on up to »5 ,200 a year paid 
while they were sick or injured. 
Congress last year abolished that tax 
break except for persons who are 
permanently 
and

disabled, 
meaning higher taxes for 1.5 million 
persons.

Although the 1976 law was enacted 
only in October, the two changes were 
made retroactive to Jan. I, 1976. The 
committee’s action, which is widely 
supported in the House and Senate, 
would delay the effective date until 
Jan. I, 1977. 
Without that change, persons who 
received previously tax-exempt sick 


pay or who claimed an exemption for a 
portion of foreign earnings would face 
higher taxes when they file their 1976 
returns, which are due by April 15 of 
this year. 


Under the old law, workers could 
pay no taxes on up to $5,200 a year paid 
while they were sick or injured. 
Congress last year abolished that tax 
break except for persons who are 
permanently and totally disabled, 
meaning higher taxes for 1.5 million 
persons. 


Congress also reduced from $20,000 
to $15,000 the amount of wages earned 
abroad that could escape U.S. 
taxation. 
If Congress concurs with the com­ 
mittee’s unanimous action, the two 
benefits would be restored for all of 
1976.

“In my opinion,” Rep. Harry J. Leh­ 
man said at a Wednesday meeting of 
the Ethics Committee, “you should not 
be compensated if you are not here. 
Under present House policy, Lehman 
conceded that he and others have 
accepted the mileage allowance, even 
when they did not travel to the 
Statehouse. “I am embarassed to have 
received it,” the Cuyahoga County 
attorney said. 
The Senate, which has not yet ad­ 
dressed the mileage issue, planned to 
vote today on renewal of a Code of 
Ethics. 
With some individual reservations, 
committee members agreed that the 
practice of automatic reimbursement 
should be stopped, but they took no 
formal steps. Instead, Chairman 
Arthur 
Wilkowski,

directed that a staff advisory opinion 
be drawn up, with the intent of 
presenting a recommendation to the 
full House membership.

Privacy Law 
Ruling Set 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Summit 
County Common Pleas Court Judge 
William R. Baird was set to consider 
today the Akron Beacon Journal's 
challenge to the constitutionality of 
Ohio’s privacy law.

On Feb. 28, Baird issued a tem­ 
porary restraining order requiring 
Akron to keep open all those records 
which were considered public before 
the privacy law went into effect last 
Jan. I. 
Baird also ruled that the privacy law 
didn’t cover public records which 
Ohio’s 1963 open records law required 
be kept open. 

(AP) - After the 
flood hit, the first thing I did was listen 
for some noise, any noise. But there 
was only silence. I was trapped in a 
coal mine. 
I should have been in a panic, I 
guess. But for some reason I had no 
fear. I don’t know how to explain that. 
I guess God didn’t put fear in my 
head. But He had given me strength I 
never knew I had. 
The silence was broken by the thump 
of coal lumps falling. Otherwise it was 
quiet. 
Then I felt some air coming in and I

Holding my miner’s light in my hand 
— I lost my hardhat in the water — I 
went searching for the air, for a way 
out, for anyone who might have been 
trapped with me.

I started to crawl down into the mine 
shaft. Nearly 80 feet down it was 
blocked by broken timbers and rock 
and coal. 
I decided to head back up the shaft 
because it was the only place the 


rescue crews would know where I 
could be. 
I crawled past the body of my buddy, 
Ralph Renninger, and found a safe 
place to sit. My light was still pretty 
bright. I looked around trying to think 
of what to do and that’s when I started 
praying to God. 
I’ve prayed to God before but not like 
I did that day. I asked God also, Why 
me being left alive?’ 
I was getting pretty cold. I was 
soaking wet. I took off my boots and 
dumped the water out. After that I 
tried to get warm by shifting around 


a little bit but that didn’t do much 
good. I started doing push-ups nad 
different leg and arm stretches, stuff I 
used to do when I was in my high 
school gym classes. 
I didn’t have any food but I did find a 
jug of water that had come up from the 
flooding. It didn’t have much in it. I 
rationed that because I had no idea 
how long I was going to be in there. I 
only took a little sip at a time, to make 
my lips wet, and just a little to 
swallow. I told myself that as long as I 
had water I could live until someone 
reached me. 


I didn’t look at my watch, but two 
hours must have passed since the 
water gushed in. I thought of my kids 
and my wife — what they must be 
going through and how they were 
taking it. It was really bothering me. 
As I was thinking of my family' I 
started getting groggy and tired. I fell 
asleep for a while but woke up cold and 
shaking. 
I began listening again. I wanted to 
see if I could hear any noise at all. Any 
kind of tapping.

Loses Law suit 


CHICAGO (AP) - Oakland A’s 
owner Charles O. Finley has lost his 
multimillioD-dollar lawsuit against 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. 
U.S. District Judge Frank McGarr 
confirmed this morning. 
McCarr, who heard the case without 
a jury . confirmed published reports 
that he had ruled against Finley. The 
judge said. however, that he would not 
release the full decision until later in 
the day. 
The decision says, in effect, that 
Kuhr. bad the authority to cancel 
Finley's $3.5-miUion sale of A's stars 
Vida Blue. Joe Ruth and Rollie 
Fingers 
Finley contended in his suit that 
Kuhn overstepped his authority 
because the player sales did not violate 
any of baseball's existing laws. The 
sales were voided by Kuhn on the 
thai Oley “were not in the best interest 
af baseball.” 
The A’s owner argued that he had no 
recourse but to sell the three star 
players because they were playing out 
their options and would have become 
free agents at the end af the season. 

Blue was to 
have gone to the New York Yankees

Americans like to gamble. That in­ 
cludes the children. 
There are roughly 100 times as many 
people addicted to wagering of one sort 
or another as there are dope addicts.

the above statistics before us like a 
rotten poker hand, and saying that 
inveterate gamblers are instinctively 
suicidal regarding money; since 
gambling at race tracks and casinos, 
with their house take and taxes, offers 
an odds-on chance of losing, it would 
seem the accusation is correct. 
Yet, suicidal or not, John Scam e - 
the world's foremost authority on 
games of chance - told me, “ Gambling 
is such an overwhelming instinct that I 
think maybe we should psychoanalyze 
the nongamblers.” 
So the questions are posed: are 
eighty per cent of Americans really 
psychologically bankrupt0 If so, do

NEW YO RK (A P ) - The annual 
reports are in the m ail, soon to be 
received and probably left unread, to 
be followed by the annual meetings, to 
be noted in appointment calendars but 
probably left unattended. 
Yes, its time again for the corporate 
rites of spring, for the management of 
American corporations to report to 
their owners, the shareholders, and 
listen in return to the owners’ gripes, 
and sometimes even their praise. 


Because last year was a fairly good 
one for many companies — not good 
enough they’ll remind you, just in case 
Congress thinks they’re growing fat — 
the gripes are expected to be less noisy 
than in some recent years. 
While the environmentalists and 
consumerists will be active, and the 
women too, the emotional edge, the 
cutting urgency, has been somewhat 
dulled. They have made their point; 
they are listened to. 


They made their point in other ways 
too. Having taken a public relations 
licking at these annual forums, some 
businessmen now would just as soon do 
away with annual meetings, if they 
could. 
J. 
B. 
Fuqua, 
head 
of 
Fuqua 
Industries, 
an 
Atlanta-based 
conglomerate, once made that very 
decision, but the New York Stock 
Exchange unmade it, insisting that to 
forego an annual meeting violated 
listing regulations. 
Fuqua had a point. Few people 
came, he said, so the affair was little 
more than ritualistic. And if everyone 
sought to come, assuming there were 
enough planes and trains and buses to 


take them — well, they just couldn't 
have 
come; 
Fuqua 
has 
16,000 
shareholders. 
The tempo and significance of an­ 
nual meetings has changed since then, 
in keeping with the times. 
One can hardly forget the striped 
tents billowing in the breeze at a U.S. 
Steel meeting early in the 1960s, held 
on the green of a college campus, a 
vast picnic indistinquishable from a 
class reunion. 
Nor can shareholders of American 
Telephone & Telegraph forget their 
meeting at about the same time in a 
cavernous New York City armory, an 
all-day get-together at which boxed 
lunches were served and shareholders 
gabbed with old acquaintances. 
Controversy intruded. Real issues, 
tough 
questions, 
criticism 
of 
managem ent. Women, consumers, 
clergymen, environmentalists insisted 
on being heard. The old fam ily spirit 
was rent with backbiting. 
At least, say some shareholders, 
annual meetings often were turned 
into real forums of opinion rather than 
shows staged by managers reluctant to 
listen, even turning off microphones so 
critics couldn’t be heard. 
But what has become of the annual 
report? 
It too 
underwent 
serious 
criticism , and it too has been trans­ 
formed — to some degree. There 
remain, however, those necessary but 
inpenetrable asterisks and footnotes. 
Still, a real effort has been made to 
improve the product, through better 
design and layout, by relating com­ 
pany performance to the big issues, by 
building the company story around 
people, by clarifying the writing.

His 
work confirms the original studies 
done in England by Dr. J. I. Mann on 
this important problem. Dr. Jain ’s 
conclusion states that there is strong 
evidence to suggest that the combined 
effects of smoking and oral con­ 
traceptives increase the risk of heart 
attacks. 


His results indicate that women who 
take ‘the pill” should be encouraged to 
give up smoking. Specifically, Dr. Jain 
says, “ Smoking should be considered 
another contraindication for the 
prescription of oral contraceptives. 
This may apply especially to women 
over 40. However, it is quite likely that 
the relationship may hold even for 
women 30 to 39 years of age.”

I take oral contraceptives. 
My 
husband says that he read somewhere 
that women who take the pill should 
not smoke. Is there any truth to this? 
Mrs. E. L. L.,Tex. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
Since there is a slight risk of com­ 
plication to women who take the oral 
contraceptive, 
doctors carefully 
evaluate the patient for whom they 
prescribe them, and actively follow 
their patients for possible side efffects. 


It is well-established that the in­ 
creased smoking habits of women 
have generally made them more 
susceptible to heart attacks. Women 
are slowly, but definitely, catching up 
to the frequency of heart attacks 
suffered by men. 
A long detailed study has recently 
been completed by Dr. A K. Jain, of 
the Population Council of New York 
City, on the relationship between 
tobacco and oral contraceptives. His 
work confirms the original studies 
done in England by Dr. J. I. Mann on 
this important problem. Dr. Jain’s 
conclusion states that there is strong 
evidence to suggest that the combined 
effects of smoking and oral con­ 
traceptives increase the risk of heart 
attacks. 


His results indicate that women who 
take “the pill” should be encouraged to 
give up smoking. Specifically, Dr. Jain 
says, "Smoking should be considered 
another contraindication for the 
prescription of oral contraceptives. 
This may apply especially to women 
over 40. However, it is quite likely that 
the relationship may hold even for 
women 30 to 39 years of age."

advice. You should follow it.

Dear Mr. W : 
Gold salts are still used to alleviate 
the symptoms in some cases of 
rheumatoid arthritis.

At a meeting of the American 
Rheumatism Association, the value of 
gold salts was accepted for carefully 
chosen cases. You can be certain that 
if your doctor chose this form of 
therapy, it was done with prudence.

COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP) - Effo rts 
are u nder way to h ead o ff an Oh io 
Eth ics Co mmissio n ru le th at brings 
state u niv ersity and cfo llege tru stees 
u nder th e state's financial disclo su re 
law. 
Th e Senate Way s and Means 
Co mmittee v o ted 5-3 to ex empt th em 
fro m a bill ex tending disclo su re to 
o th er similar o fficeh o lders. 
Ho wev er, th e same bill still mu st be 
appro v ed by th e Senate and Ho u se, 
and so me wh o feel th e tru stees sh o u ld 
no t be ex clu ded said th ey will figh t to 
pu t th em back in. Sen. Mich ael Scb- 
warzwalder, D-16, Co lu mbu s, wants to 
do it, and is “immo v able” in h is 
co nv ictio ns, h e said. 
Co ntro v ersy h as been brewing fo r 
sev eral mo nth s since th e eth ics 
co mmissio n ado pted Dec. 9, 1976, its 
ru le to ex pand disclo su re to nearly 100 
appo inted state o fficials wh o no w do 
no t h av e to pu blicly list th e so u rces o f 
th eir inco mes. Elected o fficials and 
o th ers no w in th e law mu st list so u rces 
o f th eir inco me, no t th e amo u nts. 
A spo kesman fo r th e co mmissio n 
said th e new ru le was "no t aimed at 
th e u niv ersities", bu t th at it did in­ 
clu de th em, amo ng a my riad o f o th ers 
o n similar bo ards and co mmissio ns. 
Th e ru le states th at disclo su re mu st 
be made by all members wh en o ne 
member o f a bo ard o r co mmissio n is 
appo inted by th e go v erno r and co n­ 
firmed by th e Senate. Th is is tru e o f all 
tru stees o f edu catio nal institu tio ns. 
Ho wev er, Ro nald Wo lf, eth ics 
co mmissio n spo kesman, said th e ru le 
also inclu des su ch agencies as th e 
pu blic u tilities co mmissio n, indu strial 
co mmissio n, acco u ntancy bo ard, 
co mmissio n o f aging, air qu ality 
dev elo pment bo ard, and many o th ers. 
Sev eral co llege and u niv ersity 
tru stees, wh o receiv e no salary , h av e 
maintained th e requ irement is an 
u nwarranted inv asio n o f th eir priv ­ 
acy .

Blame Hom e Life 
For Boy's Violence 


Fight Brews O ver Ethics, School Trustees 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (AP)— 
Psychiatrists say 13-year-old Tommy 
Albrecht learned about violence 
through his father’s throats and 
thrashings. Now Tommy faces five 
years in state custody for beating to 
death a 3-year-old girl. 
Juvenile Court Judge John Miller 
ordered Tommy turned over to the 
Division of Youth Services Tuesday 
after denying an insanity plea and 
finding him guilty of manslaughter. 
Officials said Tommy could be kept 
in state institutions until he reaches 
age 18. 
The boy was charged with second- 
degree murder for hitting and kicking 
Staci Chubin to death last Oct. 26 after 
he spent 20 hours babysitting the child. 
The judge reduced the charge to 
manslaughter. 
Witnesses at Tommy's three-day 
trial painted a picture of a confused 
and hostile boy who learned the use of 
his fists from beatings administered 
by his father, I^rry Albrecht. 
One psychiatrist called him “im­ 


pulsive, explosive and detached,” with 
uncontrollable violent impulses. 
“Beating Tommy was his (father’s) 
answer to everything,” the boy’s 
mother, Jean Albrecht, told the court. 
“He was always throwing things — a 
hammer or a rocking chair — at 
Tommy, if not Tommy himself.” 
She said that as Tommy grew older, 
he began to imitate his father, 
displaying a violent temper and 
beating his sister. 
“Tommy’s reaction to discipline was 
similar to his father’s — violence,” 
Mrs. Albrech testified. “Once he ran 
over the neighbor’s kitten with his 
tricycle because he was mad at the 
little girl next door.” 
Tommy’s mother divorced his father 
in 1972. Albrecht has refused to discuss 
any details of his family life. 
Although Tommy had received 
treatment at a psychiatric center, 
administrators at his elementary 
school placed him in a special class for 
emotionally disturbed children after 
repeated incidents with classmates.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Efforts 
are under way to head off an Ohio 
Ethics Commission rule that brings 
state university and College trustees 
under the state's financial disclosure 
law. 
The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee voted 5-3 to exempt them 
from a bill extending disclosure to 
other similar officeholders. 
However, the same bill still must be 
approved by the Senate and House, 
and some who feel the trustees should 
not be excluded said they will fight to 
put them back in. Sen. Michael Sch- 
warzwalder, D-16, Columbus, wants to 
do it, and is “immovable” in his 
convictions, he said. 
Controversy has been brewing for 
several months since the ethics 
commission adopted Dec. 9, 1976, its 
rule to expand disclosure to nearly IOO 
appointed state officials who now do 
not have to publicly list the sources of 
their incomes. Elected officials and 
others now in the law must list sources 
of their income, not the amounts. 
A spokesman for the commission 
said the new rule was “not aimed at 
the universities”, but that it did in­ 
clude them, among a myriad of others 
on similar boards and commissions. 
The rule states that disclosure must 
be made by all members when one 
member of a board or commission is 
appointed by the governor and con­ 
firmed by the Senate. This is true of all 
trustees of educational institutions. 
However, Ronald Wolf, ethics 
commission spokesman, said the rule 
also includes such agencies as the 
public utilities commission, industrial 
commission, accountancy board, 
commission of aging, air quality 
development board, and many others. 
Several college and university 
trustees, who receive no salary, have 
maintained the requirement is an 
unwarranted invasion of their priv­ 
acy. Some, at Bowling Green State 
University and the University of 
Toledo, have been quoted as saying 
they will resign if the rule is permitted 
to stand. 
William B. Coulter, vice chancellor 
of the Ohio Board of Regents, said the 
regents do not have a position on what 
he called “a very sensitive matter." 
They feel, he said, that the question is 
one of “very high legislative policy." 
Although Coulter said he has heard 
“grumbling” among some trustees— 
"it’s a new experience for them’’—he 
does not believe they are ready to quit 
in large numbers. “I haven’t seen a 
groundswell,” he said. 
The commission ruling takes effect 
April I, but the trustees would not have 
to file their first disclosure statement 
until more than a year later, by April 
1978. 
Thus, should the pending bill be 
enacted in its present form, it would 
take precedence over the rule and 
mean that the trustees would be 


Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, introduced the bill that 
brought trustees under the law until 
the Senate committee deleted them 
earlier this month. Her measure, 
making important other expansions, is 
now in the Senate Rules Committee 
awaiting assignment to a floor vote. 
Valiquette offered the amendment 
deleting the university trustees, by 
simply saying that unsalaried officials 
are 
exempt, 
at the 
request 
of 
University of Toledo officials, she said. 
But she told the committee she didn't 
have strong feelings about it one way 
or the other. She is not a member of the 
ways and means committee. 
The Lucas County lawmaker’s 
measure 
extends the 
financial 
disclosure requirements to those 
officials 
being

state Salary schedule "C” (ad­ 
m inistrators). It would expand 
disclosure to department directors or 
deputy directors not now covered, 
superintendents of state institutions, 
and county welfare directors, along 
with others in administrative and 
policy making positions.

Cleveland, said they felt the trustees 
hold “powerful" positions, and make 
vital decisions on such things as the 
awarding of construction and personal 
service contracts, involving large 
amounts of money.

aren’t paid. Some trustees even seek 
out the job,” said Schwarzwalder.

The four major U.S. carmakers 
reported Tuesday that sales during the 
nine sales day s in the March 1-10 
period totaled 256 ,926 , for a daily rate 
of 28,54 7 . The prev ious mark of 28,4 96 
was set in 196 6 . 
Sales last y ear of 215,4 6 2 amounted 
to a daily rate of 23,94 0. 
Sales incentiv e contests at Chev rolet 
and Oldsmobile dealers pushed GM 
sales to a record 152,335, ex ceeding the 
prev ious early March record of 133,27 4 
set in 196 6 . Cadillac and Oldsmobile set 
period records as GM sales were up 20 
per cent from 126,941 a y ear ago. 
At Ford Motor Co., sales of 6 7 ,56 7 
topped the 50,256 of a y ear ago by more 
than 34 per cent. 
Chry sler Corp. also showed a modest 
improv ement of .4 per cent, as sales of 
31,07 6 compared with 30,94 0 a y ear 
ago. 
American Motors Corp., howev er, 
reported sales of 5,94 8, down nearly 19 
per cent from last y ear’s 7 ,325.

On March 29, 1976 Milo’s filed for a 
writ of mandamus, an order directing 
release of the list.

attack, 


The American Heart Association 
say s regular ex ercise “ is at least 
prudent” as a hope of av oiding heart 
attacks and making heart transplants 
or artificial hearts unnecessary for 
potentially millions of men and 


women. 
No one can actually prov e that 
ex ercise is protectiv e. 
Some doctors, including those who 
don’t ex ercise, say ex ercise is not 
necessary , or that it might ev en be 
harmful. 
True enough. J oggers sometimes 
fall dead. So do some tennis play ers. 
But so also do some golfers, whose 
ex ercise may be no more than a 
leisurely walk, if they don’t hop aboard 
golf carts. 
About half of all heart attacks occur 
during sleep. 
“ Hard work nev er hurt a healthy 
heart,” said the late Dr. Paul Dudley 
White, the eminent heart specialist 
who championed bicy cling and hiking 
and life-long ex ercise.

M arch Spurt 


DETROIT (A P) — Paced by a 
record performance at industry giant 
General Motors, domestic new car 
sales jumped 19 per cent from year- 
ago figures to post a record for early 
March. 
The four major U.S. carmakers 
reported Tuesday that sales during the 
nine sales days in the March 1-10 
period totaled 256,926, for a daily rate 
of 28,547. The previous mark of 28,496 
was set in 1966. 
Sales last year of 215,462 amounted 
to a daily rate of 23,940. 
Sales incentive contests at Chevrolet 
and Oldsmobile dealers pushed GM 
sales to a record 152,335, exceeding the 
previous early March record of 133,274 
set in 1966. Cadillac and Oldsmobile set 
period records as GM sales were up 20 
per cent from 126,941 a year ago. 
At Ford Motor Co., sales of 67,567 
topped the 50,256 of a year ago by more 
than 34 per cent. 
Chrysler Corp. also showed a modest 
improvement of .4 per cent, as sales of 
31,076 compared with 30,940 a year 
ago. 
American Motors Corp., however, 
reported sales of 5,948, down nearly 19 
per cent from last year’s 7,325. 
Auto executives agreed that a good 
part of the surge could be attributed to 
the dawning of the spring selling 
season. 
“ March will be a good sales month,” 
said Bennett Bidwell, Ford vice 
president of sales. 
“ We are ap­

effects of winter behind us.”

Administrative Services, deny the 
request April 7, 1975. 
Krabach instructed all agencies to 
withhold mailing lists unless the 
request does something to protect the 
health and safety of Ohio citizens. 
On March 29, 1976 Milo’s filed for a 
writ of mandamus, an order directing 
release of the list. 
The high court today said that the 
list sought by the company meets the 
court’s definition of a public record 
which must meet two tests:

Exercise Is Good 


NEW YORK (AP) - Looking at the 
indolent, power-assisted American 
way of life, a physician who plays 
vigorous tennis at age 73 says: “ Most 
of us don’t wear out. We rust out.” 


Most heart specialists might well 
agree with that statement of Dr. 
Theodore G. Klumpp of New York, 
medical consultant to the President’s 
Council 
on 
Physical Fitness and 
Sports. 


Exercise, they say, is a heart tonic. 
It helps to prevent heart attacks. It 
probably makes attacks less severe if 
they 
do 
occur. 
And 
carefully 
prescribed, graduated exercises are 
one of their antidotes against another 
attack. 


The American Heart Association 
says regular exercise “ is at least 
prudent” as a hope of avoiding heart 
attacks and making heart transplants 
or artificial hearts unnecessary for 
potentially millions of men and 


women. 
No one can actually prove that 
exercise is protective. 
Some doctors, including those who 
don’t exercise, say exercise is not 
necessary, or that it might even be 
harmful. 
True enough. Joggers sometimes 
fall dead. So do some tennis players. 
But so also do some golfers, whose 
exercise may be no more than a 
leisurely walk, if they don’t hop aboard 
golf carts. 
About half of all heart attacks occur 
during sleep. 
“ Hard work never hurt a healthy 
heart," said the late Dr. Paul Dudley 
White, the eminent heart specialist 
who championed bicycling and hiking 
and life-long exercise. He died at age 
87 from a stroke.

congressmen and five representatives 
of Indian tribes. 
B asically, the co m m issio n has 
recommended that tribes be con­ 
sidered as sovereign nations, said Rep. 
IJoyd Meeds, D-Wash. 
Meeds 
is the 
only 
member to 
strongly disagree with the report’s 
recommendations. The report is being 
distributed to more than 1,000 .groups 
for comment before it is submitted to 


Congress on May 18. 
Pete Taylor, a commission staff 
member who helped write the report, 
said it was an attempt to recognize 
that the existing powers in Indian 
tribes “ should be 
the 
prim ary 
go vernm ent autho rity on 
reser­ 
vations." 


He added, “ The long-term objective 
should be bringing those tribes into a 
position where they are the primary 
governmental authority." 
Meeds 
said 
he 
particularly 
disagreed with the recommendation 
that Indians be given the power to tax 
non-Indians on reservatio ns. 
He 
co m plained 
that, 
“ Non-Indians 
wouldn’t have any representation in 
making the decisions. We fought a 
Revolutionary War over that." 


In addition to granting Indians full 
legal rights to run their own affairs, 
the report also criticizes the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs (BIA).

Shows Big Boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The value of 
farm land has gone up an average cf 17 
per cent in the past year to 1456 an acre 
as of Feb. 
I, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
Revised figures issued Tuesday said 
that on Feb. 1,1176. the average land 
value was SSO an acre. Previously, 
(JSDA had raid the figure was SMS a 
year ago 
Officials said the changes were part 
of a periodic revision of statistics and 
also a result of updated information 
from the 1974 census of agriculture. 
The new report abo showed that as 
of last Nov. I the average value of 
farmland was $430 an acre. Two 
months ago. the average for Nov. I 
was shown at $445 an acre 
Based on the revised information, 
the Corn Belt and the Lakes States of 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
had the largest increases during the 
past year. 
In the Corn Bdl, Ohio farm land 
averaged $1,121 an acre on Feb. I and 
$161 a year earlier; Indiana, $1,167 and 
SDK: Illinois. $1,450 and $1,066; Iowa. 
$1,228 and $111; and Missouri. $529 and 
$449. 
Michigan averaged $712 on Feb. I 
and $815 a year earlier; Wisconsin. 
SSM and IRM; and Minnesota . $064 and 
$530 
During the year “average per­ 
centage changes by state ranged from 
a high of 36 per cent in Illinois to no 


increase in California, Nevada and 
New Jersey.” the report said. 
“ During the past five years land 
value for the nation has increased an 
average of 109 per cent, ranging from 
36 per cent in Nevada to 197 per cent in 
Iowa.”

General Assembly hall at U.N. 
headquarters.

spokesman 
said 
the 
President and Waldheim would not 
head a receiving line to shake hands 
with each of the 300 guests but instead 
would circulate among them. The 
spokesman said this was being done 
because the reception would only last 
an hour, but it also would enable 
Carter to avoid Rahman if he wants to. 
The spokesman said at the request of 
the White House, Waldheim had also 
banned all 
photographs of 
the 
reception as well as the closed-circuit 
telecast which had been promised U.N. 
correspondents because they were not 
invited. 
“ We have to respect the wishes of 
our distinguished guest,” said the 
spokesman. 
Waldheim at first invited only the 
chief delegates from the 147 U.N.

Pete Rose Sad, Disheartened 


TAMPA. Fla. (AP) - “ I wish they 
would just look me straight in the eye 
and tell me the reason,” Pete Rose 
said. “ If I knew the reason, maybe I 
could deal with it. 
“ I’d much rather somebody tell me, 
“ Pete, you’re getting old, you can’t cut 
it any more.’ Or say, ‘Your arm’s bad, 
you can’t throw any more.’ Or ‘You’ve 
slowed up.’ 
“ But, no, they just say, ‘What you’re 
asking, it’s too rich. We can’t afford 
it.’” 
Pete Rose is confused. 
He is 
disheartened. He is disillusioned. 
Seventeen years of dedication and 
loyalty to the Cincinnati Reds, the only 
baseball organization he has ever been 
with. And now they are treating him 
like a total stranger. 
The wound obviously cuts deep into 
the little gut fighter from the other end 
of town — “ Mr. Hustle” himself, “ Mr. 
Cincinnati Red,” who more than any 
other man has symbolized the grit and 
gristle that has carried the team to 
four National League pennants and 
two World Series championships in the 
last seven years. 
One of the shocking developments of 
the spring has been the Reds’ failure to 
sign the scrappy All-Star veteran to a 
1977 contract. They have invoked the 
option clause, meaning Rose remains 
under contract at the same $200,000 
salary he drew in 1976 or with a 20 per 


cent cut — the club’s prerogative. 
If the contract is not renewed, Rose 
will be a free agent after the 1977 
season. Don’t be surprised if he 
becomes a New York Yankee. He is 
George Steinbrenner’s type of player 
— all baseball. 
“ I’m not trying to hold anybody up,” 
Rose said. “ I just want what I deserve. 
I don’t know what Joe Morgan makes 
and I don’t care. I set my figure a week 
and a half before Joe signed.” 
Morgan, the Reds’ second baseman 
and the National League’s Most- 
valuable Player last season, signed for 
a reported $1.2 million for three years. 
Shortstop Dave Concepcion signed this 
week for five years and $1 million. 
Catcher Johnny Bench is completing a 
two-year pact calling for $250,000 a 
year. 
Neither 
Rose 
nor 
the 
Reds 
management has disclosed what the 
All-Star third baseman is asking. It is 
believed in the three-year, $1.2 million 
range. 
Rose, at 35, is a bargain at any price. 
Baseball should preserve him in 
bronze. 
Rose is proud of his record of 
durability and consistency — 490 
consecutive games, 11 of 12 seasons 
with a better than .300 average, eight 
years with 200 hits or more (bettered 
only by Ty Cobb’s nine) and only 119 
away from 3,000 hits. 


Yet he is beginning to recognize that 
baseball can be a cold, impersonal 
business and appreciation can fade 
quickly. 
“ Nobody seems to remember that I 
have jumped from one position to 
another — second base to the outfield 
to third — every time the club needed a 
boost.

Guards Privacy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter, a private man in a public 
profession, is jealous of time spent 
with his family and does not encourage 
interruptions for less-then-urgent 
business. 
“ I guess it's been at least a month 
since I’ve been over to the second 
floor," said Press Secretary Jody 
Powell, referring to the Carter 
family’s White House living quarters. 
On the infrequent occasions when 
Powell 
has 
gone 
there, 
he 
acknowledged, it has been with the 
implicit advance approval of the 
President. 
If Powell and other key aides feel 
they must talk to Carter after office 
hours, they reach him by telephone 
first and, whenever possible, transact 
their business that way. 
“After all, there’s only one of him 
and there are half a dozen of us,” said 
Powell, suggesting that if aides felt 
free to invade Carter’s privacy at will, 
he never would have time to himself. 
In trying to draw a demarcation line 
between office hours and private time, 
Carter is mirroring the habits of 
President John F. Kennedy who, if 
anything, was more zealous about 
erecting an unseen but universally 
respected barricade between the living 
quarters and the White House offices. 
Among recent presidents, only 
Lyndon B. Johnson invited regular 
visitations by favorite assistants, 
reporters, new-found acquaintances 
and others. As the door mat at L B J’s 
Texas ranch /ead: ‘‘All the world is 
welcome here.” 


Office desk a bronze plaque on a 
wooden base that reads, “ Oh God, Thy 
sea is so great and my boat is so 
small." It’s the gift from his old Navy 
boss, A dm Hyman Rickover. 


Also on the desk is a blackbound 
Bible atop a typing-size white memo 
pad, a small bottle of water from the 
North Pole, collected last year by 
the nuclear submarine Gurnard, a 
ceramic donkey presented by Georgia 
Democrats during the party’s 1976 
convention, and the celebrated plaque, 
borrowed from the Harry S Truman 
library, that reads "The Buck Stops 
Here.” 


A cigar in his mouth, Jody Powell 
began his daily news briefing Tuesday 
with an announcement that the wife of 
Carter’s 26-year-old chief speech 
writer, James Fallows, had given birth 
to a son. 


Dam Safety Panel

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
River Basin Commission (ORBC) has 
formed a dam safety committee to 
review proposed federal legislation to 
establish a National Dam Safety 
Program, said Natural Resources 
Director Robert Teater, vice chairman 
of the ORBC. 
At a recent meeting held in Cin- 
cincinnati, members of the 11-state 
committee reviewed proposed federal 
dam safety legislation. Teater said the 
committee made plans to submit 
recommendations to Congress con­ 
cerning “ the bill’s inadequacy to assist 
the states in carrying out dam safety 
programs.” 


Members of the committee ex­ 
pressed concern that the proposed 
federal legislation duplicates existing 
state legislation without significantly 
improving the national 
inspection 
effort. 
In addition to Ohio, ORBC member 
states include Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Maryland, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Ten­ 
nessee, Virginina and West Virginia.

implicit advance approval of the 
President. 
If Powell and other key aides feel 
they must talk to Carter after office 
hours, they reach him by telephone 
first and, whenever possible, transact 
their business that way. 
“After all, there’s only one of him 
and there are half a dozen of us," said 
Powell, suggesting that if aides felt 
free to invade Carter’s privacy at will, 
he never would have time to himself. 
In trying to draw a demarcation line 
between office hours and private time, 
Carter is mirroring the habits of 
President John F. Kennedy who, if 
anything, was more zealous about 
erecting an unseen but universally 
respected barricade between the living 
quarters and the White House offices. 
Among recent presidents, only 
Lyndon B. Johnson invited regular 
visitations by favorite assistants, 
reporters, new-found acquaintances 
and others. As the door mat at LBJ’s 
Texas ranch/ead : “All the world is 
welcome here.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
River Basin Commission (ORBC) has 
formed a dam safety committee to 
review proposed federal legislation to 
establish a National Dam Safety 
Program, said Natural Resources 
Director Robert Tester, vice chairman 
of the ORBC. 
At a recent meeting held in Cin- 
cincinnati, members of the 11-state 
committee reviewed proposed federal 
dam safety legislation. Tester said the 
committee made plans to submit 
recommendations to Congress con­ 
cerning "the bill’s inadequacy to assist 
the states in carrying out dam safety 
programs.” 


Members of the committee ex­ 
pressed concern that the proposed 
federal legislation duplicates existing 
state legislation without significantly 
improving the 
national 
inspection 
effort. 
In addition to Ohio, ORBC member 
states include Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Kentucky, M aryland, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Ten­ 
nessee, V irginia and West Virginia.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Although 
the full effects of the energy crisis- 
induced economic slowdown last 
January can’t be measured com­ 
pletely yet, Ohio State University says 
Ohio was the hardest hit state in the 
nation. 
The university’s center for business 
and economic research reported that 
on the basis of figures available on 
initial claims filed for state em­ 
ployment insurance benefits last 
January compared with those of 
previous January, Ohio had the largest 
increase—51 per cent—of any new 
claims among the leading industrial 
states. 
The center said that during the week 
ending Jan. 22, new unemployment 
benefit claims in Ohio rose from the 
26,135 filed the previous week to 39,251 
as a result of layoffs attributed to the 
energy situation. The claims figures 
are compiled by the State Bureau of 
Employment Services. 
An associate editor of the center s 
Bulletin of Business Research said 
“ this increase in applications of 
slightly over 13,000 workers was by far 
the largest week-to-week increase 
among the 50 states." 
Martha N. Stratton said the second 
highest increase for the same period 
was in Pennsylvania, where new 
claims rose from 49,230 to 58,573. Most 
layoffs in Pennsylvania also related to 
the energy shortage, she said. 
Nationwide for the same week the 
large increase in claims due to energy- 
related layoffs in some sections was 
offset by major reductions in claims in 
other areas. 
The center said the resulting 
nationwide total of 589,038 new claims 
for the week was actually 5,172 fewer 
than for the previous week, but was 
102,655 higher than during the com­ 
parable week in January, 1976. 
For the entire month of January 
nationwide there were 2.4 million new 
claims compared with 2.2 million for 
the same month one year ago, an in­ 
crease of 8 per cent.
